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Is There a Market for Staple Stock? 


The Successful Bookseller Must Study Today’s Sales Tendencies and 
Concentrate on Stock Which Shows the Greatest Local Activity 


PUBLISHERS HAVE HAD GOOD REASON in the last 
few years to study the current tendencies in 
their book sales and to estimate the effect of 
these tendencies on their present publishing 
programs and on the future of book distribu- 
tion. They have been chiefly disturbed, aside 
from the immediate problem of this year’s 
drop in sales, by the steady decrease in re- 
orders from bookstores on what, for lack of 
a better name, is known as “staple stock.” 

The publishers cannot forget the time 
when a regular circuit of the travelers to the 
principal bookstores brought back to the 
publishers’ stockrooms demands for a varied 
selection of books, books for which sales of 
from 200 to 2,000 a year could be expected. 
Today publishers are saying to each other, 
“What has become of our staple stock busi- 
ness?” The fact that public library appro- 
priations have been so sharply curtailed in 
1932 has given emphasis to a condition that 
already existed. Publishers do not believe 
that the demand for tested staples has per- 
manently disappeared, but they are vitally 
concerned that for the time being it has 
dropped to an extremely low ebb, making it 
dificult to keep such books in print or to 
count on them as any adequate part of the 
total volume of business. “Time was, and 
B not so long ago,” said a publisher to us re- 
cently, “when stock orders were 60°% of our 
business,” 

In order to see this situation clearly there 
needs to be some common definition of what 
a “staple” book is. The immediate concern 
's not so much with standard sets. It is gen- 
crally admitted that for a number of years 
the builders of home libraries have not been 


buying standard sets and that as compared 
to the demand twenty-five years ago this type 
of book collecting is at a low ebb. The book- 
seller who can stock and successfully sell 
many complete sets of the great English and 
European novelists is an exception, and a re- 
vival of this type of book buying does not 
seem to be in immediate prospect. 

Nor is the immediate problem that of the 
old classics that can be printed in one vol- 
ume. In spite of a common assumption that 
people are not reading “the classics,” one can 
point to the enormous sales that have been 
created in the last ten years by new types of 
reprints of standard books—the sales of ser- 
ies like the Modern Library, Blue Ribbon, 
Star Library, to say nothing of the infinite 
variety of libraries, like the Tudor Library, 
Illustrated Classics, etc., that are manufac- 
tured especially for the drug and department 
stores. Through them books like Benvenuto 
Cellini, “Arabian Nights,” Schopenhauer’s 
Essays, Poe’s Tales, Voltaire’s works, “Droll 
Stories,” to mention but a few, have been 
sold by the tens of thousands; and are avail- 
able at prices from $1.79 down to 15 cents a 
copy. The Jacket Library claims a sale of 
100,000 copies per title since it started. 

No, the public cannot be said to be avoid- 
ing the classics. The reading of them is in- 
creasing, though the range of titles chosen 
has changed somewhat in a generation. Nei- 
ther has the immediate problem to do with 
children’s classics, for which the outlet has 
increased tremendously and in many new 
channels of distribution. 

The problem is that of what is commonly 
known in publishing offices as “back log 
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books” or “staple items.” These, too, might 
well be divided into two sections. Staples, 
such as Bibles, cook books, dictionaries, at- 
lases, books of etiquette, etc., which go on 
selling and which have large sales periodi- 
cally created for them by special drives, new 
prices, new bindings, new formats. These 
are staples for every home which can be 
printed in large quantities, and the sale of 
them has declined only in proportion to the 
decline in general business. 

We turn, then, to the area of specific dif- 
ficulty, and these might be described as “sub- 
ject books,” to use an English trade term, 
books which have won their spurs by favor- 
able reviews, the test of use and continued 
sale. The large general bookstore desires to 
have for its customers, and the customers 
enjoy finding, sections of books on Art, Bi- 
ography, History, Travel, Essays, Poetry, 
Drama, and the like. It was the filling of 
these sections with books that could be stead- 
ily sold that in turn brought back to the pub- 
lishing offices the staple stock orders whose 
subsidence is now so widely deplored. 

Have there been basic tendencies in the 
public’s reading habits that have turned aside 
this demand? Have there been essential 
changes in the technique of publishing that 
have changed the situation? What is likely 
to happen in the future in this field of book 
buying? What, if anything, can or should 
be done to increase this type of book buying? 

It is obvious that a period of rapid change 
like the last ten or fifteen years must have 
brought changes in the tendencies of the pub- 
lic’s reading. Undoubtedly public libraries 
with their increased appropriations (not 1932 
appropriations) and with widening branches 
and specialized service filled some of the de- 
mands formerly made on bookstores, de- 
mands for books, for example, on Foreign 
Countries, on Periods of Art, History, Dra- 
matic Literature, etc. People who formerly 
bought such books for study or for use in 
preparation of a paper, etc., have turned more 
often to the public library. Then, the tend- 
ency of the public libraries over the country 
to centralize their buying with the jobber has 
taken away from hundreds of bookstores an 
incentive and opportunity to carry a repre- 
sentative stock of general subjects of this 
kind as they formerly did when they were 
handling library orders. Undoubtedly, too, 
there has been a tendency in the last decade 
for readers to turn to some extent toward 
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Science and Economics instead of to such 
fields as the History of Art, Special Periods 
of History, and the Essay. The bookseller 
has been less prepared to stock with authority 
and confidence books in the fields with 
which, by his own reading, he is les; 
familiar. 

Publishing, too, has set in motion funda. 
mental changes which have reached a climax 
in the last three or four years. A change of 
essential importance has been the appearance 
of the popular priced editions of non-fiction, 
Such popular priced editions had previously 
been kept closely confined to fiction or the 
out-of-print classics. Now, in the popular 
series there is a vast amount of important 
non-fiction. These publications have not only 
included the classics of fiction, as we have 
said, but Dante, “The Iliad,” Franklin’s “Av. 
tobiography,” which the bookseller formerly 
stocked from the lists of the general pub- 
lisher using the publisher who seemed to 
have the best editions. Besides this, all these 
series have entered the field of the staples, 
both in the field of useful books and popular 
subject classifications. To the dollar counter 
the bookseller can now turn to find nature 
books, as Blanchan’s bird books, books on 
the outdoors, as Seton’s Book on Woodcraft, 
on art, such as Van Loon’s life of Rembrandt, 
on American Government as in the Books of 
Distinction, on biography as the Lives of Lin- 
coln by Stevenson or Sandburg, books on 
“The Human Body” in the Blue Ribbon and 
also the Star series, or dictionaries such as 
the American Oxford Dictionary, or Bon 
Books, or the many dollar or fifty cent dic- 
tionaries in other lines. 

Beside this type of household book, there 
are scores of good books on special subjects 
such as would ordinarily have been picked 
for the dealers’ classified shelves from the 
lists of various publishers. Many publishers 
have turned over the rights of publishing o! 
their staples to the producers of popular set 
ies. It has been generally agreed that the 
producing of these many books in the dollar 
series has broadened the market of books, but 
publishers have to note that not only do the 
popular priced books please the new readet 
but they satisfy a large part of the demands 
from confirmed book buyers who were 10 
merly the ones to support the staple stock de- 
mands. Such buyers are finding on the dol 
lar counters books like Young’s “Medici, 
Dewey’s “Human Nature,” Ellis’ “Dance

Life,” “The Education of Henry Adams,’ 
O’Neill’s Plays, Beebe’s “Pheasant Jungle,” 
Strachey’s “Victoria,” to use examples from 
various subject classifications. 

Publishers cannot easily find an accurate 
method of weighing against the advantages 
of this popular market, the possibilities of 
keeping up a demand for a smaller number 
of copies at the original price. If these ser- 
ies are creating new readers, and it seems 
certain that they are, it seems likely that the 
customers created have not yet come to the 
point of turning to the bookstore’s general 
shelves to buy original editions. It is claimed 
that the bookseller has difficulty in turning 
his customers from, let us say, “The Philos- 
ophy of William James” at ninety-five cents 
to other volumes of William James at $3 or 
$4, or from Strachey’s “Victoria” at $1 to 
other books of Strachey at the higher price, 
even though it is certain that the other books 
being offered can never economically be is- 
sued at the cheaper price. 

Besides the effect of the popular priced 
counters on the selections of staple stock, 
there is as yet the unestimated effect of the 
displaying and advertising of remainders to a 
new audience on a scale never before thought 
of. Except for the remaindering of fiction at 
quantity rates, the chief area of the remain- 
ders is the books in the popular subject clas- 
sifications, books of ‘Travel, Biography, 
Science, etc. Formerly the experienced re- 
mainder buyer received his list of remainders 
by mail and understood the marketing sys- 
tem which cleared these remainders and was 
likely to buy his new books in the bookstore 
as well as remainders from the catalog. In 
the last three years remaindering has become 
common on Main Street, to the undoubted 
contusion of many who do not understand 
that a remainder is a leftover, a confusion 
that has been increased by the fact that many 
are not leftovers but staples manufactured 
for this market. 

It would be hard to believe that these re- 
mainders have not affected the demand for 
classified books in the shops. Let us say a 
customer wants a book on Modern Decora- 
tion. There are a number of attractive books 
issued at $3, $4, or $5, but one of them was 
overprinted and conspicuously displayed in 
ee $1.25. As one book on this 
ike will answer the purpose, how little 
. “inood is there that the bookseller can sell 

is handsome $3 or $4 books? He doesn’t 
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sell them, and he hasn’t reordered. Many 
subject books are selected by book buyers be- 
cause they are specifically recommended or 
needed, but a large number are bought sim- 
ply because the buyer is in the mood and the 
nearest one at hand at the lowest price is con- 
sidered as good as any other. 

What will be the soundest methods for 
gradually building up the bookstore outlet 
for subject books, for the books that add so 
much to the enrichment of reading and to 
the variety and value of home libraries? 

First, the bookstore as represented by its 
manager and most competent salesmen must 
study today’s actual sales tendencies and see 
what groups of subject books show the great- 
est signs of life. Is it Poetry, Drama, Art, 
Gardening, Sport, Economics, Business, Phi- 
losophy, or what? Take the most active 
groups and give them a better showing on 
counters or shelves; make attractive cards to 
call attention to the collections; round out 
the selection a little; watch who buys and 
why. What influences are helping these 
sales; what local groups can produce in- 
creased sales? 

Second, the bookstore must concentrate on 
those classifications of stock that show the 
greatest local activity, improve the store’s 
card records of those customers who are buy- 
ing from these books, using probably the 
Publishers’ Association’s new customer inter- 
est card. Once recorded, follow up with a 
good circular about some interesting new 
book in the field and, if available, a good 
check-list on the best books in the field. 

Third, the bookstore must keep the pro- 
gram alive stressing the most active groups 
of books and the less active groups, inter- 
spersing the steady pressure and sales lure of 
a well-rounded though select stock with spe- 
cial sales effects extended to a wider group of 
customers. 

The attractions of reading and book own- 
ership increase with exposure to the books 
themselves. Home libraries, once started, in- 
crease of their own momentum. One read- 
ing hobby leads to another. One collector 
gets another started. The time to begin to 
build may prove to be the time when staple 
stock selling seems to be at the ebb. Publish- 

ers must take constructive steps to remove 
handicaps that cut down staple business. 
Booksellers must search for sound methods 
for exposing their customers to an attractive 
assortment of tested books. 














Have YoU EVER WONDERED who buys 
the thousands upon thousands of val- 
entines heaped in all their lacy lovell- 
ness on the counters of the stationery 
departments (Literature’s “wistful 
consort”)? 

Is the world after all so full of lovers? A 
glance at the facile rhymes tucked under the 
ruddy hearts will assure you that St. Valen- 
tine has more than one kind of love in his 
pocket. The celebration of his festival has 
become the occasion for the interchange of 
sentimental greetings by lots of people who 
have never felt the prick of Cupid’s darts. 
There are valentines made especially for fa- 
thers and mothers, for sisters and cousins and 
aunts, for old maid school teachers and deb- 
onair grandpapas, for Tom, Dick and Harry. 
And all these fragile, impermanent messen- 
gers of affection are destined on the fifteenth 
of February to litter the waste baskets of the 
world! 

If a bookseller is indeed the “Human 
Being” Christopher Morley thinks he is, can 
he not devise a better way of celebrating the 
rites of St. Valentine? Can he not suggest 
(without incurring the everlasting enmity of 
his stationery department) a more suitable 
medium for the expression of true love (and 
every other variety of love), something so 
precious in itself that it will not perish in the 
waste basket? Certainly he can! 

The plan I am proposing may seem simple 
at first sight, but it offers opportunities for 
the display of untold subtlety on the part of 
the bookseller. It is this: Let every purchaser 
of a valentine be persuaded to invest also in 
a more lasting expression of the tender emo- 
tion that moves him. Let him buy his fragile, 
saccharine valentine by all means, if it pleases

him, but why not suggest using it as a book 


mark, tucked into the sort of book that re- 


inforces the message of the bleeding heart? 
Why not, indeed? 

If you have read Naomi Royde-Smith’s en- 
chanting novel, “The Bridge,” you will te- 
call how André managed to convey an ardent 
message by the discreet underlining of cer- 
tain passages in a traveler’s phrase book. 
There is the idea, in a nutshell! 

With all the world of literature to make 
use of, how simple the process of love mak- 
ing becomes! An intelligent bookseller wil 
instantly think of a hundred passages suited 
to a hundred different situations. Intelli 
gence in this matter, one need hardly adé, 
includes a delicate intuition of the degree 0! 
emotion to be registered, and a fine discte 
tion in pointing out the possibilities of the 
scheme to the customer. 

A really ardent lover might be encouraged 
to place a valentine book mark where " 
would do most good in a copy of the “Sor 
nets From the Portuguese.” (In our op 
ion, the lovely edition hand set by the Rush: 
mores at the Golden Hind Press and ptb 
lished by Harper, would make the desired 
impression.) . . . Could a sensible girl ket? 
up her indifference if she found in her m# 
on St. Valentine’s morning a copy of “Fat 
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Interview,’ with a marker pointing to a 
certain page, where words like these were 
underscored: 


“unto my inmost core 
| do desire your kiss upon my mouth?” 


Who, however immune to flattery, could fail 
to be moved by a copy of Stephen’s “Strict 
Joy,” with a valentine marking the poem en- 
titled “The White Swan’? ... There are 
many quotations suited to our purpose in 
Aldous Huxley’s original and altogether de- 
lightful new variety of anthology, “Texts and 
Pretexts,” but why not choose the one from 
Donne in the section on The Nature of 
Love? 

A timid customer, desiring something less 
burning than the language of poetry, might 
be offered a good novel, or an appropriate 
biography, or book of essays. Open that ex- 
cellent novel, “The Bright Land,” by Janet 
Ayer Fairbank, to page 171—mark line 13. 
There, in a few words is a message that 
might make all the difference in the world 
to somebody! . . . And there is that delicious 
idyll of ancient Ireland, “The Bright Temp- 
tation,” by Austin Clark, offering on many a 
page the words a lover yearns to say... . 
Another Irish novel just published we also 
recommend. It is Francis Stuart’s “The Col- 
oured Dome,” and it contains a love story of 
quite unusual beauty. ... And there, in 
Barrie’s tender little story, “Farewell, Miss 
Julie Logan,” is line 7 on page 60, waiting 
to be delicately under- 
lined and sent to some- 
one whose pulse will 
quicken when — she 
reads the lovely words. 

For the not-so-young purchasers of 
valentines we heartily recommend Isabel 
Paterson’s moving novel, “Never Ask the 


End.” Almost any page will awaken reminis- 


cent emotions that might lead heaven knows 
where! The book is well named! 

__What better valentine for mother than 
Greenbanks,” by Dorothy Whipple? .. . 
Any husband with a permanently waved 
wite could make excellent use of E. M. Dela- 
held’s delectable “Provincial Lady in Lon- 
don.” . . . And any wife with a husband 
submerged in the Depression could dig him 
out with a copy of Benchley’s “No Poems.” 
++ The valentine par excellence for sister 
Ss, of course, “Invitation to the Waltz,” by 
Rosamond Lehmann, and for brother, “Hot 
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Water,” by Wodehouse. ... Give father 
Linscott’s uproarious anthology “Comic Re- 
lief,’ and grandpapa (if he’s that kind), 
“The Seal in the Bedroom.” For Aunt So- 
and-So the correct valentine is naturally 
Agnes Repplier’s “To Think of Tea’; and 
for the suburban friend, a lacy, flowery bit 
of a card tucked into Beverley Nichols’ en- 
chanting book, “Down the Garden Path.” 
For dear teacher, “Life Begins at Forty.” 
(Why not?) ... 

One could go on indefinitely. These few 
suggestions are intended merely to stimulate 
the enterprising bookseller to discover the 
titles on his shelves most appropriate for use 
in the service of St. Valentine. The idea, we 
repeat, has infinite possibilities. 

A good book continues to be a good book 
even if it arrives at its destination, wrapped 
in uninspired brown paper and tied with a 
string,—but who will deny that its goodness 
is enhanced when under the practical outer 
wrappings one comes delightedly upon 
something to kindle the eye? A band of 
bright color having a valentine greeting will 
give your gift a festival air. And there are 
tissue papers of lovely color and design that 
some shops take the trouble to provide,— 
papers that add the merest trifle to the cost, 
and serve to glorify the gift. These are frills, 
—yes, but pleasant frills, and well worth the 
trouble. Florists take immense pains to deck 
their bouquets with silver foil and gauze 
ribbons. Confectioners tie the most elabo- 
rate bows on their candy boxes. Why

A new panacea for the world’s ills! That 
favorite recommendation, used to denote the 
anticipated popularity of a forthcoming book, 
“Wherever two or three people get together 
it will be talked about” has become true 
about technocracy. Newspapers, magazines, 
and, finally, books have fallen for the new 
gospel for the redemption of mankind. With 
it come claim and counter claim as to who 
has invented it and the skeptical shrug their 
shoulders, smile wearily and mumble: “O, 
for the safe and sane days of Mah jong and 
crossword puzzles!” In the meantime it has 
caught the public’s fancy and imagination. 
The wary bookseller might cast an eye upon 


his shelves and before investing to any great 
extent in books on technocracy find those 
older books which bear relation to the latest, 
most fashionable trend of thought and put 
these books into their windows where they 
will catch the customer’s eye. Just now | 
can think of three: “A Picture of America” 
published by Simon and Schuster, “The New 
Deal” by Stuart Chase, published by Mac- 
millan and “America’s Primer” by Morris 
Ernst published by Putnam, and for those 
who have a sense of humor, that modern 
bible of future prognostication, “Brave New 
World” by Aldous Huxley, published by 
Doubleday. As lists of books on technocracy

As long as we are upon the subject of 
prognostication there are three books which 
in my humble opinion deserve ample win- 
dow display during the next few weeks, 
three books of fiction. About “Ann Vickers” 
I have talked in my previous article. The 
other two outstanding books are H. G. Wells’ 
The Bulpington of Blup” and “The Ken- 
nel Murder Case” by S. S. van Dine (Wil- 
lard Huntington Wright to me) I do not 
know whether that paragon of prognostica- 
tors Donald Gordon of the American News 
Bulletin rates them AAA but without any 
tear of contradiction I’ll give them my own 
rating of AVAVAV. There are some swell 
displays for all these books. In the previous 
article we reproduced those for Ann Vickers, 
: this one we are reproducing a very ef- 
‘ctive and charming card for “The Kennel 
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Murder Case” and those for the Wells book 
not being ready yet as we go to press we 
promise them for our next number. All 
these books are also supported by tremendous 
advertising campaigns and should furnish 
solid foundations for the bookseller’s business 
during the next few months. I have never 
known a year which started out so auspi- 
ciously. Three not potential but actual best 
sellers from the start. 

A close runner-up for popularity among 
mystery stories is Miss Eberhardt’s “The 
White Cockatoo” which also boasts the best 
jacket of the year up to date. My second 
choice in jackets in as far as display value is 
concerned is Sven Hedin’s “Jehol, City of 
Emperors” (Dutton). Jehol on account of the 
late Chino-Japanese unpleasantness is very 
much in the limelight at present and is likely 
to be for some time to come. Two other 
books on China to be remembered in connec- 
tion with this are “China, the Pity of It,” by 
J. O. P. Bland and “The Tinderbox of Asia” 
by Sokolski (Doubleday).

This publisher 
has also just published a book by our own 
favorite author, Harold Nicolson, entitled

Knopf has a splendid array of pictures tor 
display purposes for Alfred Neumann’s “The 
Mirror of Fools.” This is certainly up to 
date, the prize effort we have seen this yeaf 
for effective display. 

A book which right now is exciting us 
tremendously, as we are speculating on Its 
sales possibilities and its fascinatingly revela- 
tory contents is “100,000,000 Guinea Pigs, 
dangers in everyday foods, drugs, and cos 
metics, by Arthur Kallet and F. J. Schlink 
(co-author with Stuart Chase of “Your Mor 
ey’s Worth”). In connection with this book 
I can think of perfectly devastating displays, 
showing the phoney products exposed in this 
Hans Von Schweinichen book, but it might get one in trouble with 
tly const of De Heirich of Liens He next the the nation’s vastest advertisers.

Doubleday Doran’s Junior Books still have 
a limited number of display cards for 
“Auntie” and “Ola” as well as a dozen 
wooden dolls, modeled exactly from the orig- 
inal Martin of “Martin the Goose Boy.” 

Norton follows their much acclaimed “Re- 
volt of the Masses” by “The Modern Theme” 
by Ortega Y Gasset. These two books dis- 
played together in windows ought to offer 
good results, especially in these days of eco- 
nomic and philosophical speculation. 

Finally three other books with exceedingly 
attractive display jackets which have come to 
my attention during the last few days are:

The Staple Stock Problem 


THat PusLisHERs AND BooksELiers have a 
joint interest in developing the sale of staple 
books has been evidenced by the persistence 
of this problem in the minds of the book- 
trade for many months. 

On the publishers’ part there is clear evi- 
dence in their sales records, when studied 
title by title, that books of tested worth do 
not obtain the continuing sales that would 
be expected from their merit and that the de- 
crease is not wholly due to the falling off of 
library appropriations. 

On the bookstore side, especially of those 
which have in the past carried a good classi- 
fied stock and have been hopeful that such 
stock might continue to be a profitable part 
of the business, they know from the condi- 
tion of their classified shelves that these books 
have not been turning over at a rate which 
makes the handling of them worth while. 
A further element has come into this sit- 
uation because first the department stores 
and then other stores have been forced to 
give closer attention to turnover, and in the 
study of turnover the comparatively slow 
rate of staple books has been emphasized, 
perhaps unduly, and stock reductions have 
been made. 
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Many of the elements that have developed 
in the evolution of staple stock are discussed 
in the first article in this issue of the Pyb. 
lishers’ Weekly. 

Undoubtedly a bookstore with a good 
varied stock of books is a more interesting 
place for the bookish person, and the bookish 
bookstores are not only creditable to the 
country but desirable for the industry. 

How can the sale of staple books be in. 
creased? There have been many efforts re. 
cently to improve the situation by popular 
book lists. One remembers the Reading 

With a Purpose Series which the American 
Library Association published in the last few 
years and which has been approaching a 
total of roo different volumes. This series 
for reader distribution sold for 25¢ in paper 
binding, 50¢ in cloth binding, but in quantity 
could be bought for 10¢, on which basis 
wide distribution could be _ encouraged, 
Again, there has been an increase in the last 
few years in authoritative lists of several 
popular groups of books such as fall lists of 
Children’s Books, or spring lists of Religious 
Books as issued through the Publishers’ 
Weekly office under the sponsorship of a 
group of religious publishers, annual lists of 
Out-of-door books, etc. 

In a similar vein there has been a great 
increase in the use of reference lists which 

are found on the shelves of public libraries 
or bookstores, lists such as the A. L. A. Cata- 
log, of which the supplement for 1926-31 has 
just been issued, the Standard Catalogs of 
‘Wilson Co. or the new list of Books About 
Books about to be issued by the Leo Hart 
Company of Rochester, etc. 

The Publishers’ Weekly in its regular cdl- 
umns has sought frequent opportunity to 
issue lists of current importance on varying 
subjects such as Economics, Modern Decora- 
tion, etc., and in the Books of the Month 
there has been a continual presentation ot 
classified lists which reach 150,000 potential 
customers. 

A new turn to this plan of list distribution 
was given by the effort of the National Book 
Council of England, which has issued from 
time to time lists on various subjects now 
numbering up to 200, in the making o 
which the National Book Council has had 
the cooperation of various learned societies. 

Now comes the new experiment of the 
Joint Board of Publishers and Booksellers 
described on another page, a careful working 
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out of much experience and many sugges- 
tions that have been made for American 
bookstore promotion. The series is to be 
called “The American Book Councillors” and 
will be launched next month with an open- 
ing emphasis on Gardening Books. This 
important joint program, added to the exist- 
ing impulse to staple books, has great sig- 
nificance and real possibilities. If the trade 
works together on this project real headway 
can be made to the enrichment of book 
stocks and to the enlarging of home libraries. 
New books and popular priced classics are 
getting the chief emphasis in today’s book 
merchandising. If this could be supple- 
mented by more promotion on the best tested 
books in a score of important classifications 
it would give the trade a three point support 
for new business. 


The Hoover Committee Report 


LasT YEAR as the season opened we pointed 
out there had been a decided turn in public 
reading interests toward books on serious sub- 
jects and the bookseller in order to make his 
shop a place of information as well as of 
sales, had to familiarize himself with books 
on economics or sociology, on the Five Year 
Plan or foreign debts. Today that turn in 
interest is even more evident, and these prob- 
lems occupy a large place in public discussion. 

The wide interest in books on Technocracy 
is dramatic evidence of this turn, but equally 
significant is the attention given to “Recent 
Social Trends in the United States,” just 
published by McGraw-Hill and representing 
a three-year study of the Hoover Committee. 
This work was given editorial and news- 
paper space everywhere, the New York 
Times devoting a special supplement. Per- 
haps no other recent book will give the book- 
seller a better opportunity to survey an area 
of the social topics that are likely to be of 
interest in the next year, and it may well be 
that these two volumes at $10 have the same 
place in the bookseller’s job as a two-volume 
biography like Morley’s “Gladstone” twenty 
years ago. Chapter subjects paint the pic- 
ture: “People as Consumers,” “Rural Life,” 
Labor Groups in the Social Structure,” “The 
Influence of Invention and Discovery,” “Pub- 
lic Administration,’ “Crime and Punish- 
ment,” “Growth in Governmental Func- 
tions —twenty-nine significant subjects, each 
handled by an outstanding author. Can the 
booktrade measure up to the responsibility? 
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“Technocracy” Makes Authorized 
Statements 


WHILE EVERY NEWSPAPER in the country is 
headlining the word “Technocracy” and edi- 
torials, letters to the editor and cartoons are 
carrying on a discussion of the possibilities 
of applying the methods of physical science 
to social problems, readers get on January 
2oth the first authorized volume from the 
office of the movement in a book called “An 
Introduction to Technocracy,” John Day, 
ninety cents. 

Ever since last July, when a release from 
Columbia’s news office gave a suggestion to 
the press as to the possible deductions from 
the Energy Survey that was going on under 
the direction of Howard Scott the world has 
seen in this movement something that it 
wished to know about and discuss, and at 
the office at Columbia, people have been 
clamoring for more data by which to judge 
the theories. But the group of informal 
membership, which made up Technocracy, 
did not feel that their data had been suf- 
ficiently rounded out and were far from 
being ready to propound theories from the 
data. The public’s interest, however, pressed 
for recognition and some findings were given 
out as the basis for magazine articles. Some 
articles also were worked up by the press 
without any too careful a checking by any 
accredited data. 

To aid the public in their judgments of 
the facts, this authorized book has been pre- 
pared and is issued under the sponsorship 
of the Continental Committee on Technoc- 
racy which has now been formed to give 
broader backing to the work of the research 
office. The first section of the book is writ- 
ten by Frederick L. Ackerman of the Tech- 
nocracy group.and incorporates material in 
the preliminary and unpublished report of 
Technocracy with much added that the office 
considers new and vital. Every effort has 
been made to make the conclusions presented 
accurate. A second section by Howard Scott 
himself supplies the authoritative picture of 
the methods of Technocracy and its theories 
for the application of scientific analysis and 
treatment to the functional problems of mod- 
ern society. 

To this is added a list of the best scien- 
tific volumes (14 in all) for the lay reader 
with annotations for guidance in estimating 
the point of view and contribution of each. 





A PLAN FOR A PAMPHLET SERIES of popular 
book lists under the auspices of the Joint 
Board of Publishers and Booksellers is to be 
launched on the first of March. The plan, 
which has been under discussion for some 
time, was presented to a group of sales man- 
agers of the different publishing houses on 
January 4th. The meeting was presided over 
by Henry Hoyns of Harper & Brothers, 
Chairman of the Joint Board. 

It is believed that the problem of increas- 
ing the attention to staple books is one of 
the most important before the industry, and 
it is now proposed to bring new attention to 
this field by lists, published monthly during 
the next year, the subjects to be as follows:

Publishers at $1.75 for five hundred or $2.75 for a thousand. Be sure to supply mailing 
permit number when ordering 
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prints but with room for stamping such im- 
prints. The price of the lists will be $5 per 
thousand to booksellers, or graduated rates 
for smaller orders. 

The subjects for this first experiment have 
been suggested by the booksellers themselves, 
based on long experience, and it is urged 
that booksellers emphasize the subjects of the 
lists by suitable window or counter displays. 

Out of the discussion among the sales 
managers grew many suggestions for the 
improvement of the campaign. It was sug- 
gested that these lists be sent to magazines 
which could use them in connection with 
their articles or general discussions on book 
lists. Frank L. Magel, speaking for the 
Booksellers’ Association, pointed out that a 
few years ago booksellers had made a special 
effort to register their customers’ interests 
but that they were prevented from following 
up this registration because of a lack of lists 
to send out. John Macrae, Jr. endorsed the 
opinion of other publishers that the problem 
of back lists was of great importance to pub- 
lishers, authors and booksellers and suggested 
that it might be a good plan to have an 
“Old Book Week” with publicity similar to 
that used with Children’s Book Week. 

Mr. Hoyns presented for examination sam- 
ple page proof of the first list on Garden- 
ing and stated that the printed list would 
be ready in ample time for a well-prepared 
campaign to be launched in February for 
March sales. 

The idea for these subject lists was first 
presented by Mr. Hoyns who has long felt 
the need of presenting subject books not as 
literature but as requisites to anyone who is 
interested in a particular subject. 


E. V. Mitchell Returns

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Book Clinic Outlines Calendar for

The discussion of the manufacture of tech- 
nical books for the popular market brought 
out many points as to the special problems 
of this field of bookmaking. It was pointed 
out that the customers for technical books 
had their own expectations as to size and 
format and that most of such books were 
made in octavo size. Inasmuch as the extent 
of the market has definite limitations, the 
price must frequently be set with this in 
mind and the expectation of obtaining 
enough total income from a limited number 
of copies to cover costs and profit. 

One book submitted, Crowder’s “Between 
the Tides,’ Dodd, Mead, had been definitely 
manufactured to appeal to a split market, 
to the biologists and the lay student of sea 
life. The volume on “Business Machines” 
by Perley Morse, Longmans, had been set 
in the new Linotype Baskerville and 
achieved a pleasant page but with a con- 
glomeration of cuts in the back necessitated 
by printing from photographs of many 
varied sized business machines. A cover of 
black fabrikoid was provided which it was 
stated would stand lots of handling by the 
office boys. “Modern German Literature” 
by Arthur Eloesser, Knopf, a book that 
might have both trade and college sale, had 
a decidedly modern and effective jacket and 
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a brilliant binding which was generally ap- 
proved. “Art and Artists” by Rauch is an- 
other book that suggested the practicability 
of using present styles to extend the sales 
possibilities of a book of fairly technical char- 
acter. The cover had an ornament by Dwig- 
gins. The question was raised whether book 
customers in the engineering field would care 
to have their scientific books presented to 
them in a design similar to those of other 
current trade octavos. Mr. Norris of John 
Wiley & Sons stated that his firm was using 
the newest faces of linotype such as Granjon 
for the books that had the possibility of 
general appeal but for strictly engineering 
books, his firm felt that its customers pre- 
ferred a type such as Monotype Number 8 
or Linotype Number 15 or 21. The volume 
“Introduction to Typography” by Stevens, 
Harper, was offered as an example of an ex- 
tremely effective layout, its excellence some- 
what lessened by the thickness of the paper 
used. 


Author Repudiates Hoover Book 


AN AFFIDAVIT of 189 pages, stating that while 
the material gathered for “Strange Career of 
Mr. Hoover—Under Two Flags’ contained 
statements that were true in themselves, they 
were used in such a way as to lead to false 
conclusions regarding the President, was 
signed on June 4th of last year by John Ham- 
ill, author of the book, it was revealed last 
week. The affidavit was introduced January 
4th at the Supreme Court trial of Mr. Hamill 
and his publisher, William Faro, Inc., in a 
suit brought by James J. O’Brien, a former 
New York policeman, who charged that he 
had retained Hamill to go abroad and gather 
data and photostatic copies of records con- 
cerning President Hoover, and that Hamill 
had later used the material in his own book. 
Mr. O’Brien asked for an accounting of the 
profits. 

Mr. Hamill, testifying on his own behalf, 
repudiated the book on the witness stand. 
When he was asked if it were entirely false 
he answered, “I wouldn’t say that, but the 
slant on it is false and my interpretations on 
it were in error in some instances, as | dis- 
covered in rechecking the facts. I am sorry 
I wrote it.” 

“The Strange Career of Mr. Hoover— 
Under Two Flags” was published in Sep- 
tember, 1931, by William Faro, Inc. In De- 
cember Mr. O’Brien brought suit for an 
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accounting and the Supreme Court of New 
York City granted an injunction barring the 
book from further sale, the judge severely 
criticizing both author and publisher. Inas- 
much as Mr. O’Brien failed to file a bond of 
$5000 ordered by the judge the book was te. 
leased from injunction in January, and was 
again made available to the public. In the 
trial last week the counsel for the defendants 
maintained that the book did not meet with 
financial success.

Department Store Sales Decrease 


DEPARTMENT STORE SALES in November were 
20°% behind sales for November a year ago, 
according to figures released by the Federal 
Reserve Board. With allowance for an extra 
business day in November, 1932 the decline 


becomes 23°%. The aggregate sales for the 
first eleven months of 1932 was also 23: 
behind the same period in 1931. The San 
Francisco Federal Reserve District with 3 
decline of 26°/ showed the greatest decreas 
in November, while the Richmond Distr 
was the least affected, showing a decreas 


of only 16%. 
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Sheed & Ward to Open 
American Office 


THE WELL-KNOWN ENGLISH IMPRINT of 
Sheed & Ward will become more familiar to 
American readers beginning with next month 
when an office will be opened at 63 Fifth 
Avenue, the corner of Thirteenth Street. Mr. 
Sheed arrived last week for a stay of three 
months, during which time he is to organize 
the ofice and make arrangements for his 
plans of publication. The firm will be repre- 
sented either by Mr. Sheed or his partner, 
T. F. Burns, who will alternate with Mr. 
Sheed in directing this office. 

The plans for the American house include 
close relationship with Longmans, Green & 
Company, conspicuous in the American field 
of Catholic books, and Longmans will do 
the shipping and billing for the Sheed & 
Ward office. 

Mr. Sheed, whose partner is his wife, 
daughter of Wilfred Ward, is a lawyer by 
training, born in Australia, who started his 
business in November, 1922. 

The firm has grown in its reputation with 
great rapidity, and in editorial interests it 
has been closely associated with the scholastic 
revival in the Catholic Church which began 
in France and Germany and for which Sheed 
& Ward are the outlet in the English read- 
ing world. 

Among the firm’s important authors are 
Karl Adams, Professor of Theology at 
Tubingen, Jacques Maritain, the French 
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philosopher, Christopher Dawson, the out- 
standing Catholic historian of England. 
Among other well-known writers on the list 
are Hilaire Belloc, G. K. Chesterton, Alfred 
Noyes. Eric Gill, who, with his son-in-law, 
Rene Hague, has founded a private press, at 
Pigotts, in Buckinghamshire, issues this series 
of books through Sheed & Ward and is pub- 
lishing this spring his volume on “Beauty 
Takes Care of Itself.” 

The firm from its beginning has dealt 
only in books and has sold its books entirely 
through the booktrade channels.

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Railroads Cut Mileage Fares 
Through West 


A MOVEMENT FURTHER to reduce fares by of- 
fering for sale scrip books rated at 2.7 cents 
per mile will be inaugurated by Western rail- 
road lines on February 1st, according to a 
bulletin received from O. P. Bartlett, Passen- 
ger Traffic Manager of the Southern Pacific 
Company. This is equivalent to a 25% re- 
duction from the regular mileage rates now 
in force. 

Three forms of scrip books will be issued, 
Mr. Bartlett states. Form WS will contain 
coupons good for 2000 miles of travel, valued 
at $72, and will sell for $54. It will be valid 
for transportation between Western and 
Southwestern territories and interterritorially 
between Western and Southwestern territo- 
ries. Form T, offering the same savings in 
travel costs as form WS, will be honored for 
transportation in the territory west of and 
including New Mexico, Colorado, Wyoming 
and Montana. Form TWS, which will con- 
tain $108 worth of coupons good for 3000 
miles, will sell for $81 and will be valid in 
all territories west of Chicago, St. Louis and 
New Orleans to the Pacific Coast. These 
scrip books will be good for one year from 
date of sale in both coaches and sleeping cars.

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English People Won't Buy Books 


Mrs. Belloc-Lowndes in an Interview with the Publishers’ Weekly Praises 
the Circulating Library for its Services to Authors and Readers 


Mrs. Bettoc-Lownpes, the English novelist, 
is certain that she would never have sold so 
many of her books if it were not for that 
firmly entrenched institution, the English 
lending library. This in spite of the fact 
that “The Lodger” sold to the extent of half 
a million copies in Derwent Hall Caine’s 
Readers Library published at sixpence, and 
“The Lonely House” and others sold over a 
hundred thousand. 

“English people won’t buy books, at any 
rate not now,” said Mrs. Lowndes firmly, 
“but they love to read.” Then she told 
us one thing about English lending libraries 
that no one had even happened to tell 
us before. It is the well-to-do who patron- 
ize the lending library in England, or, at 
least, it was until very recently. Now, the 
English Publisher & Bookseller tells us 
in a recent article, the working people 
who used to buy books in sixpenny edi- 
tions sometimes, but never rented them, are 
beginning to patronize a new development, 
the Twopenny Library. These libraries, 
which began in London and have spread into 
the suburbs and the provinces, carry nothing 
but fiction, which they rent out at twopence 
a volume. They differ considerably from the 
old established libraries which will send books 
by mail and which carry books of all kinds. 
“I never saw a working man or woman in 
a lending library in my life,” Mrs. Lowndes 
said. “And I join a library wherever I go. If 
| go to Brighton for a few days, for example, 
I go at once to a lending library. Of course, 
working people frequent public libraries.” 
She was introduced to this institution when 
she was so small a girl that she wasn’t as tall 
as the counter. In those days all society went 
to Cawthorn’s in Charing Cross, Cawthorn 
and Hutt’s it really was, at one time a power- 
tul rival of Mudie’s, but everyone called it 
Cawthorn’s. In those days one paid £4a 
year and took out as many books as one 
liked, though one didn’t expect new books. 
That lending library declined at last because 
they never brought you to task about forget- 
ing to return your books on time. Another

way in which English and American readers 
differ is that English readers do not aim to 
improve themselves. 

The English library rates are quite differ- 
ent from ours. From the Times Book Club, 
for example, for 2 guineas a year, one may 
have one new book a day. Mrs. Lowndes 
herself, who as she says, plays no games, and 
has always found in reading her chief diver- 
sion, subscribes to this library at a rate which 
allows her five new books a day. She reads 
all the new memoirs, biographies and collec- 
tions of letters on the day of publication. 

The two most popular books in England 
at the moment, she tells us, are “A British 
Agent” which has sold as many as 1500 
copies a day (published here Feb. 1 by Put- 
nam and the Book-of-the-Month Club se- 
lection for February) and “Stamboul Train” 
by Graham Greene (to be published here as 
“Orient Express,” March 8, by Doubleday). 
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George Moore, Mrs. Lowndes regards as the 
greatest living writer and De La Mare’s “Me- 
moirs of a Midget” as one of the great efforts 
of our time. 

Longmans, Green have just published, 
January 12, an omnibus volume containing 
three of Mrs. Lowndes’ studies in crime, 
“The Lodger,” “The Story of Ivy,” and 
“What Really Happened,” and Putnam pub- 
lished on January 3 a story in quite another 
manner, “The Duchess Intervenes.” These 
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stories of an amiable duchess have made 
more money for their author than any of her 
crime books. 

Mrs. Belloc-Lowndes is the sister of Hilaire 
Belloc. Her husband, Frederic S. A, 
Lowndes, has long been on the staff of the 
London Times. Her mother, Bessie Raynor 
Parkes (Madam Belloc) was one of the ear. 
liest suffrage leaders in England, collecting 
for John Stuart Mill, the first petition to Par- 
liament on behalf of suffrage in 1867.

WE DROPPED DOWN to Camden, New Jersey, 
last week to visit the Haddon Craftsmen’s 
modern printing establishment. We found 
them very busy binding the 118th thousand 
copies of “Van Loon’s Geography” (Simon & 
Schuster) which, besides being a Book Club 
selection had a swell bookstore sale during 
the Christmas season. They were also get- 
ting ready to rush the second edition of 
Harper’s “A. B. C. of Technocracy” through 
the plant. This was the first recent book 
on technocracy to reach the trade, and al- 
though it doesn’t enjoy the personal approval 
of Howard Scott, head of Technocracy, the 
first edition was sold out on the day of pub- 
lication. John Day has the official Technoc- 
racy book, endorsed by Mr. Scott, which will 
be published on January 20th at go cents. 
It will be called “An Introduction to Tech- 
nocracy.”

Across the river from Camden, in Phila- 
delphia, Technocracy is the favorite dinner- 
table subject, as it is, indeed, nearly every- 
where these days. Smart Philadelphians call 
it “T’nocracy” and are already buying the

We found Howard Jacobs thinking not so 
much of Technocracy as of a more imme- 
diate problem, the Jacobs Book Store Janu- 
ary clearance sale. George W. Jacobs wrote 
an article on his method of holding a clear- 
ance sale for the April 16, 1932 issue of the 
Weekly. His sale this year is to be con- 
ducted the same way with a few minor 
changes. For the first three days of the 


thirteen-day sale all clearance stock is offered 
at 50 cents on the dollar, for the next three 
days at 4o cents on the dollar, 30 cents on 
the dollar the next three and 20 cents the 
next. On the last day of the sale all clear. 
ance books are offered at 10 cents on the 
dollar. Jacobs has found this a most satis- 
factory way of moving out the older books.

Another stunt we learned from Mr. Jacobs 
was his way of placing the dollar books on 
a table surrounding the cash register. Dollar 
books are not sold as individual titles, Mr. 
Jacobs believes, but as dollar items. There- 
fore the best place for them is where cus- 
tomers can pick them up and look at them 
while their packages are being wrapped and 
change is being made. People seldom ask 
for dollar books by title, Mr. Jacobs observes.

Another tip we picked up in this store was 
in regard to inventory. Dorothy Dockstader, 
in her Book News from the Daily News, 
mentions a man who went into one of the 
large Chicago bookstores and stood in the 
middle aisle for six minutes waiting for 
someone to come up and wait on him. There 
wasn’t another customer in the store, but all 
the clerks were busy with inventory and ap- 
parently didn’t wish to be disturbed. This 
man went elsewhere to get his book and says 
he’ll never be a customer at the first store 
again. At Jacobs Book Store a great deal 
of trouble is saved by having only the bare 
essentials of inventory done on the floor. A 
blank book is ruled off into two sets o 
columns, one for current books and one for 
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older books. Experienced clerks then call off 
the prices of the books on the shelves, which 
other clerks enter in the books. All exten- 
sions and computations are done by the book- 
keepers in the office. 


One of the store’s promotion schemes this 
fall was built around a list of all the property 
owners in and around Philadelphia who 
were assessed at $15,000 or more. This gave 
the store a mailing list of the great middle 
class purchasing unit of the city, a unit that 
hasn’t begun to be sold books, Mr. Jacobs 
holds. To this list of people Jacobs Book 
Store sent a very carefully selected purchasing 
guide of the season’s books. The list was 
printed in red and green ink on buff stock 
and was made up of thirty-five books divided 
into seven sections of five very carefully se- 
lected books each. Each section was in- 
tended to appeal to a special taste, one for 
men, one for women, one for boys and girls, 
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etc. Mr. Jacobs, who believes that booksellers 
are only beginning to learn how they can 
reach the public, said that he had found these 
circulars very worthwhile.

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Dorothy Dockstader, of the Chicago Daily 
News in her Book News bulletin, thinks 
there is a good subject for debate in the Pubd- 
lishers’ Weekly’s “The Wasteland” and 
“Moon-Calf” surveys. She was talking about 
it to Mr. Adler of the Post Office News Mon- 
roe Street Shop, who told her that shops 
varied a great deal in habits. He said that 
in his particular shop there are often three 
or four customers waiting for attention and 
that if the clerk takes time to look up in- 
formation on an out-of-stock title, two or 
three customers who were about to buy 
books might leave. Therefore, he feels, there 
are times when it is not worthwhile to spend 
time in this way. If there zs a debate on the 
subject we'd like to hear from both sides.

OLD @& RARE BOOKS 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


Frepertck M. Papetrorp, dean of the grad- 
uate school of the University of Washington, 
announced before the recent meeting of the 
Modern Language Association of America 
held at Yale University, that he had dis- 
covered a work of Edmund Spenser, the 
English poet, written in 1592 and lost for 
almost two centuries. This work is Spenser’s 
translation of “Axiochus” a dialog attributed 
to Plato. Mr. Padelford found it in the back 
of a collection of Spenser’s works that was 
printed in 1679. The “Axiochus” had been 
printed separately in 1592 by Cuthbert 
Durbie, an obscure printer of the late six- 
teenth century. About a year ago Mr. Padel- 
ford found this entry in an English book- 
seller’s catalog: 


Spenser (Edmund). “Works,” with an 
account of his life and other new additions 
never before in print. Frontispiece, some 
margins stained, rust hole in one leaf, 
some early manuscript notes and _scor- 
ings, folio, calf gilt, rebacked 6£ 10s. At 
the end is a 12mo edition of “Axiochus,” 
a dialogue by Plato, translated by Edm. 
Spenser, London, printed by Cuthbert 
Durbie, 1592. This has been taken to 


pieces and inlaid to folio size. 


When he read the description of this item 
Mr. Padelford said that he realized that 
he had found the dialog that Spenser scholars 
had been hunting for almost two hundred 
years. In 1758, Mr. Padelford said, John 
Upton, a Spenser student, wrote that he was 
planning to edit the “Axiochus,” which is 


unnoticed by an editor of any part of his 
works. Upton died before undertaking the 
task and the dialog has never come to light 
since. 

THE ORIGINAL AUTOGRAPH MANUSCRIPT of 
Benjamin Franklin’s celebrated essay on 
“The Whistle” has come to this country from 
France in a collection of twenty-three letters 
of Franklin’s celebrated love letters to Mme. 
Brillon. Although 11g letters which Mme. 
Brillon wrote to Franklin are preserved in 
the collections of the American Philosophical 
Society in Philadelphia, few of those which 
he sent her were known to exist, and of those 
nearly all are copies. The letters came to 
light in France in the possession of descend: 
ants of Mme. Brillon, from whom they were 
acquired by Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach. “These 
exquisite missives throw a new and delight- 
ful light upon Franklin’s relations with 
beautiful and affectionate woman, whom he 
met for the first time when he was neatly 
seventy-five years old,” Dr. Rosenbach 
plained in discussing these letters, which he 
intends to publish in part, in a_ privately 
printed volume. “Mme. Brillon was of the 
family of Hardencourts, one of the most dis 
tinguished in France, and had married 3 
financier, Brillon de Jouey, by whom she had 
two daughters. She was thirty-six years ol 
when Franklin first met her, and she wa 
instantly attracted by him. Franklin soo 
fell deeply in love with her. He wrote het 
extravagant and witty letters, three, 1 ™ 
more, becoming classics of their kind. The 
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famous “Story of a Whistle” was written ex- 
pressly for her and is contained in one of the 
letters. In fact Franklin was so proud of his 
literary effort that he had printed at his 
private press in Passy a small edition to give 
to his intimate friends. Only two of these 
printed copies survive.” 


IN A PERSONAL LETTER from Hugh F. B. 
Tregaskis, of The Caxton Head Book Shop, 
of London, he writes: “We have heard a 
good deal about the fall of prices from the 
dizzy heights to which speculators pushed 
them in the boom years. Most of us are 
rather tired of these gloomy observations on 
this limited field of collecting which was 
encouraged by some of the very dealers who 
are now denouncing these high prices. All 
this must give a false impression to many 
collectors, and, by way of change we are 
distributing a modest slip containing a word 
of exact information about a sale which has 
taken place this week in London. The slip, 
dated January, 1933, reads: “The Falkner 
sale realised £8,000 at auction in London 
last month. The late John Meade Falkner 
was one of our customers, and it is gratify- 
ing to see that the books which we sold him 
fetched about 17 per cent more than the 
prices he paid in more prosperous times. As 
Mr. Newton says, “At a time when money 
values are changing almost from hour to 
hour, good books afford solace and a safer 
investment than most.” ’ ” 


Tue Lrprary oF Coneress, in the annual 
report submitted last month by its librarian, 
Herbert Putnam, declares that our national 
library is the largest in the world. Noting 
that the book collections now number 
4,477,431, exclusive of millions of maps, 
manuscripts, musical compositions and en- 
gravings, Mr. Putnam said: “A study of the 
most recent figures leads clearly to the belief 
that the Library of Congress now heads the 
list of the world’s libraries.” And he added: 
Depression has not decreased the work of 
the Library of Congress. On the contrary 
there have been decided increases in the de- 
mands upon it. And there seems to be no 


| appreciable slackening of the institution’s 


growth. The incoming books and pamphlets 
reaches an annual total of 185,143. Five hun- 
dred and five books were added to the collec- 


tion every twenty-four hours throughout the 
year, 
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A sPECIAL pDISPATCH to The New York 
Times brings information of a remarkable 
discovery. It is that of the original manu- 
script of General Wolfe’s orders in prepara- 
tion for the attack on Quebec, in 1759, and 
its capture from the French under Moatcalm 
in the famous battle of the Plains of Abra- 
ham in which both leaders were killed. The 
book contains General Wolfe’s orders for the 
expedition up the St. Lawrence River, the 
siege of Quebec and his secret instructions 
for the landing below the cliff at what is 
now Wolfe’s Cove from which his little army 
ascended to the plains and victory. The first 
entry made at sea is dated May 16, 1759, and 
on June 8 there is a notation that General 
Wolfe had drawn his will leaving all his 
books and papers to Colonel Carleton, his 
quartermaster-general and governor general 
of Canada. On the front of the cow-hide 
cover is burned in: “Book 1759.” 


IN COMMENTING ON THE Fo tsom SALE, held 
on December 6 at the American Anderson 
Galleries, The London Times says: “The 
prices paid for Dickens and Kipling items 
give some indication of the book market. 
Though in the boom years $4,400 would not 
have been considered an out-of-the-way price 
for a copy in fine condition in the original 
parts of “Pickwick” it shows that there are 
still dealers—and so presumably collectors— 
who are prepared to pay large sums for rari- 
ties. If a few dealers have been frightened 
out of the book business, and if more specu- 
lators have withdrawn their burnt fingers 
(which is in every way to the good), at least 
it cannot be said that the depression has af- 
fected the judgment of the genuine collector.” 


Tue SoutH Caroitina Historicar Society in 
Charleston has sent out a warning consisting 
of a clipping from the News and Courier 
of that city in which the activities of a ras- 
cally forger are shown up, who is using the 
name of the South Carolina Historical So- 
ciety to aid him in selling some forged death 
warrants for female witches of Salem, Massa- 
chusetts, in 1692. Mr. Heartman, of The 
American Book Collector, says that “recently 
somebody tried to make me the victim of a 
gigantic Poe forgery containing a number of 
association items,’ and he adds, “I do not 
know if it is in the climate or not; at any 
rate, the activities lately all come from the 
South.”
